As  many  of  you  know,  Stanstead  College  suffered  the  terrible  loss  of  a student  in 
late  January  Dealing  with  the  accidental  death  of  Ayk  Saakyan  was  extremely  diffi- 
cult for  all  of  us.  But,  as  with  many  challenges,  we  drew  strength  from  those  around 
us  — alumni,  parents,  friends,  even  the  students  themselves  as  they  offered  courage 
and  compassion  for  those  of  us  in  pain.  Everyone  pulled  together.  If  there  is  any 
good  to  come  out  of  this  it  is  the  reassurance  that  our  Stanstead  family  is  strong  and 
united.  Thank  you  all  for  your  support  and  messages  of  condolence. 

Fortunately,  the  rest  of  this  year  has  been  positive  and  active,  both  on-campus  and 
off.  We  started  out  with  a very  successful  Homecoming  during  the  last  weekend  of 
September,  featuring  the  1960s  and  1970s.  The  event  included  a wine-and-cheese 
Friday  evening,  a supper  and  dance  Saturday  and  plenty  of  memories,  thanks  to  a 
PowerPoint  and  displays  prepared  by  Alex  Philip,  Brian  Denney  and  Peter  Ashworth.

Eighteen  months  later,  he 
became  the  director  of  training  and  10 
months  thereafter  became  a partner 
and  shareholder  of  the  company.  In

Associates,  an  integrated  human 
resources  company  that  specializes  in 
the  healthcare  industry  with  offices 
across  Canada.  He  lives  with  his  wife 
Deborah  in  Ile-des-Soeurs.

Ian  Jackson’s  Grade  11  yearbook  lists  his  ambition  as  ”To  become  a psychologist.” 

”I’m  not  sure  that  I’m  not  one,”  laughs  Jackson,  Class  of  ’82,  who  today  is  the  general  manager  of 
Sony  Computer  Entertainment  Canada.  ’’There  are  certainly  times  when  I feel  like  I’m  one.” 

Living  in  Toronto  with  his  wife  Lenka  and  sons  Tyler,  14,  and  Connor,  10,  Jackson  is  a long  way 
from  Stanstead  College,  which  he  attended  as  a day  student  for  six  years.  He  is  a top  executive  in  one 
of  the  largest  computer  gaming  companies  in  the  world  and  a leader  in  the  entertainment  software 
industry.  When  the  Canadian  media  want  a spokesperson  for  PlayStation  3,  they  call 
Jackson. 

This  wasn’t,  however,  part  of  a post-Stanstead  master  plan. 

”It’s  the  last  place  I thought  I’d  end  up,”  says  Jackson.  ”It  was  just  a matter  of  seeing 
the  opportunities,  and  one  thing  led  to  another.  I enjoy  sales  and  marketing  and  I enjoy 
public  speaking.  It  just  happens  to  be  in  the  high-tech  sector.” 

After  Stanstead,  Jackson  briefly  attended  Carleton  University  but  moved  to  Toronto, 
where  he  became  Employee  #7  in  the  Microsoft  Canada  warehouse.  Soon,  his  interest 
in  sales  and  marketing  landed  him  an  inside  sales  position,  later  becoming  an  account 
manager.  Around  1987,  he  jumped  to  Panasonic,  where,  based  on  his  background  in 
computer  sales,  he  began  work  on  marketing  a new  gaming  system  called  3DO. 

In  the  mid-nineties,  he  moved  to  software  publisher  Electronic  Arts  and  in  1997  to 
Sony  as  Canadian  sales  manager  for  PlayStation.  He  was  promoted  to  director  in  2001 
and,  in  2005,  general  manager. 

”1  started  off  at  Microsoft  lifting  boxes.  Maybe  if  I’d  stayed  there,  I could  have  retired 
a millionaire  many  times  over  by  now,”  he  says  with  a laugh. 

Jackson’s  only  actual  regret  is  that  he  didn’t  finish  university.  While  being  in  the  right 
place  at  the  right  time  in  an  emerging  industry  has  helped  him  become  a success,  he  is 
a strong  believer  in  education.  ”1  think  it’s  more  critical  today  than  ever,”  he  says. 

Because  he  didn’t  receive  that  secondary  education,  Jackson  puts  a great  deal  of  stock 
in  how  Stanstead  prepared  him  for  the  world. 

’’When  I came  in  Grade  7,  I wanted  nothing  do  with  Stanstead.  I was  very  shy,”  he 
recalls.  ”In  Grade  12, 1 didn’t  want  to  leave.  It  was  a huge  loss  for  me.  I was  back  for  a 
reunion  one  time  and  saw  people  I hadn’t  seen  for  20  years.  Dorothy  Duncan  came  up 
to  me  and  said,  ’We’ve  followed  your  career  off  and  on.  We’re  so  proud  of  you.’  I said, 
’It’s  because  of  people  like  you  that  I’m  where  I am  today.’  I can  draw  a clear  line  back 
to  the  lessons  I learned  at  Stanstead  and  people  who  did  so  much  for  me,  like  Brian 
Denney,  Peter  Ashworth...  I attribute  any  success  I’ve  had  in  no  small  part  to  Stanstead 
for  giving  me  a very  strong  foundation.” 

It  was  Brian  Denney,  Stanstead’s  Alumni  Affairs  Coordinator,  who  contacted  Jackson 
a few  years  ago  after  reading  an  interview  in  the  Ottawa  Citizen.  A meeting  with  him  in 
Toronto  helped  revive  Jackson’s  association  with  the  school.  This  past  fall,  he  joined  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

”1  sit  here  and  pinch  myself  that  I’m  on  the  board  of  directors  of  Stanstead  College. 
The  only  thing  more  exciting  would  have  been  if  they’d  ask  me  to  come  back  to  teach.” 
For  Jackson,  being  on  the  board  is  a way  to  give  back  to  the  school.  He  believes  that 
he  is  not  alone  in  this  desire. 

”If  the  College  was  to  put  a call  out  to  alumni  and  say,  ’We  need  your  support  now,’  I 
can’t  imagine  anyone  not  wanting  to  get  involved  with  time,  advice  or  financial  sup- 
port.”

There  was  no  need  for  Justin  Coon  to  say  it  out  loud;  his  eyes 
said  it  all. 

The  12-year-old  from  Mistissini  was  in  the  middle  of  Day  One 
at  Stanstead  College.  One  of  10  Cree  students  at  the  school  this 
year,  he  was  a 10-hour  drive  from  home  - a little  nervous,  he  said, 
a little  excited. 

Sitting  beside  him,  his  mother  experienced  a bit  of  deja  vu. 
Tina  Petawabano  spent  her  last  two  years  of  high  school  at 
Stanstead  College  from  1989-1991. 

”1  remember  feeling  more  excitement  than  anything,”  she  said 
of  her  first  day  here  more  than  15  years  ago.  ”Itfs  sort  of  what 
Ifm  reliving  today.” 

Cree  students  have  been  coming  to  Stanstead  for  roughly  20 
years.  Now,  those  first  students  are  starting  to  send  their  own 
children  to  the  school. 

Petawabano’s  parents  first  learned  of  Stanstead  through  word 
of  mouth  and  ultimately  chose  the  boarding  school  because  of 
its  small  size  and  intimacy,  even  though  its  students  came  from 
all  over  the  world. 

”1  ended  up  making  lifelong  friends  and  contacts  at  Stanstead,” 
said  Petawabano,  who  is  the  Director  of  Child  and  Family 
Services  for  the  Cree  Regional  Authority. 

The  fact  that  there  were  many  international  students  was  actu-

ally  a source  of  comfort  for  the  teenager. 

”1  always  knew  that  there  were  students  who  were  a lot  further 
away  from  home  than  I was,”  she  said. 

Stanstead’s  international  nature  hasn’t  changed  since 
Petawabano  was  a student.  In  fact,  it  has  grown;  this  year,  there 
are  students  here  from  17  countries. 

Petawabano  always  felt  she  would  like  her  children  to  have  a 
similar  experience.  In  fact,  she  has  been  talking  to  Justin  about 
Stanstead  since  he  was  quite  small.  About  a year  ago,  he  began 
asking  more  and  more  questions  about  the  school,  finally  agree- 
ing that  he  would  like  to  give  it  a try. 

Talk  around  the  house  also  helped  convince  Amanda  Quinn  to 
attend  Grade  7 at  Stanstead  this  year.  Her  stepmother,  Irene 
(Bosum)  Quinn,  spent  five  years  here,  from  1987-1993.  Her  hus- 
band Chris’s  three  sisters,  Kimberly  '93,  Catherine  '97  and 
Jacqueline  '97,  also  boarded  here. 

”It  was  probably  the  best  experience  I’ve  ever  had,”  said  Irene 
Quinn,  also  of  Mistissini,  as  she  stood  at  the  sidelines  of  the 
football  field  watching  her  daughter  participate  in  orientation 
games.  ’’That’s  why  we  sent  her  here.  There  was  never  any  ques- 
tion of  sending  her  anywhere  else.” 

On  leave  from  the  Cree  School  Board,  Quinn  says  there  is 
the  occasional  a tug-of-war  between  keeping  young  people  in 
the  community  and  sending  them  elsewhere  for  schooling. 

’’But  there  is  a recognition  that  some  children  will  excel 
greater  academically  in  another  environment,”  she  said. 

Her  daughter,  she  believes,  is  one  of  those  children. 
’’She’s  a mature,  strong  student  who  loves  exposure  to  new 
things,”  she  said.  ”1  have  no  worries  about  her  adapting  to 
school.” 

Out  in  the  field,  as  the  new  Stanstead  College  students 
took  part  in  tricycle  relays  and  13-legged  races,  Justin  Coon’s 
face  lost  its  apprehension.  He  was  all  smiles  as  he  threw  him- 
self into  the  contests.  Later  on,  he  had  time  to  get  to  know 
his  fellow  students,  including  his  roommate,  all  the  way  from 
Mexico  City.

Debating  is  thriving  at  Stanstead 

Slowly  but  surely,  the  “geek  mystique”  that  surrounds  debating  is  fading,  nowhere  more  so  than  at  Stanstead  College. 

“Many  of  our  sports  captains  are  also  debaters,”  says  teacher  and  Debating  Club 
supervisor  James  Rioux.  “There  seems  to  be  an  understanding  developing  among 
the  student  body  that  this  is  an  interesting  club  that  challenges  you  intellectually  and 
doesn’t  conflict  with  your  athletic  abilities.” 

For  the  past  several  years,  Rioux  has  been  developing  the  club,  building  on  the 
foundation  established  by  former  Assistant  Headmaster  Norman  Southward.  As 
the  club  grows,  so  does  its  reputation  outside  of  Stanstead. 

“It  started  small  but  we’ve  been  growing  incrementally.  Now  people  recognize  the 
name  and  know  Stanstead  for  debating,”  says  Rioux. 

The  club  requires  a certain  level  of  commitment  from  its  members.  They  meet 
once  a week  during  the  fall  term  and  often  travel  to  competitions  on  Sundays.  This 
is  on  top  of  the  students’  other  sports  and  academic  commitments. 

This  past  fall,  the  club  had  15  members,  including  a strong  junior  contingent. 

“Two  or  three  sign  up  at  Club  Night  but  usually  I scope  around  and  try  to  find  some  intelligent  kids,”  says  Rioux.  Do  they  join 
kicking  and  screaming?  “No,  mostly  they’re  flattered,”  he  says. 

The  highlight  and  attraction  of  the  club  is  competition.  This  past  fall,  Stanstead  hosted  a Quebec  Independent  School’s  Junior 
Debating  Tournament  and  attended  a number  of  competitions  in  Montreal.  But  for  intense  sport,  the  team  travels  to  New  England, 
where  debating  is  embedded  in  the  educational  ethos. 

A recognition  of  Stanstead’s  growth  as  a debating  school  lies  in  the  fact  that  it  is  one  of  only  a handful  of  Canadian  schools  in  the 
Debating  Association  of  New  England  Independent  Schools. 

Besides  being  intellectually  stimulating,  debating  helps  students  open  doors.  Rioux  singles  out  Jeremy  Stuart  (Class  of  ’05)  as  an 
example.  “He  used  five  years  of  debating  at  Stanstead  to  help  him  get  accepted  into  the  House  of  Commons  Page  Program  in 
Ottawa  and  begin  his  Poli-Sci  degree,”  he  says.  “He  was  the  best  debater  I ever  heard.”

Better  digs  for  senior  boys 

Davis  House  received  a sprucing  up  this  past  summer,  with  $100,000  in  fresh  paint,  new 
wooden  doors  and  cupboards  throughout  the  building,  and  Gyprock,  recessed  lights, 
ceramic  tiles  and  new  furniture  in  the  basement  level. 

Senior  boys  returned  in  September  to  find  more  welcoming  living  quarters  from  the  top 
of  Davis  to  bottom. 

The  original  plan  was  to  renovate  the  fourth  floor,  which  remains  empty  during  summer 
school,  and  the  basement  rooms,  which  are  highly  coveted  by  the  most  senior  of  the  sen- 
ior boys. 

Concerned,  however,  that  refurbishing  only  the  top  and  bottom  floors  would  create  hard 
feelings  for  those  on  the  middle  floors,  the  administration  decided  to  tackle  the  entire 
house. 

This  meant  reorganizing  budgets  and  postponing  plans  for  other  works,  including 
improvements  to  the  Business  Office  and  the  Headmaster’s  reception  area. 

The  renovations  appear  to  have  paid  off  in  terms  of  quality  of  life  for  the  senior  boys. 

“If  a boy  walks  in  and  sees  fresh  paint,  a beautiful  new  door,  new  furniture  in  the  basement,  he’s  more  likely  to  respect  the  mate- 
rial and  treat  it  like  his  own,”  said  Davis  House  Director  James  Rioux. 

Renovations  to  Webster  and  Colby  House  as  well 

Besides  the  Davis  renovations,  Stanstead  College  invested  $15,000  to  finish  painting  the  rooms  in  Webster  House.  The  first  half 
was  completed  the  year  prior  along  with  the  installation  of  new  showers. 

In  Colby  House,  rather  than  replace  the  30-year-old  yellow  birch  furniture  with  less  durable  melamine  furniture,  the  Business 
Office  decided  to  refinish  the  existing  furniture,  which  still  has  several  years  of  life  in  it. 

Future  house  improvements  include  new  beds  for  Colby,  furniture  for  Davis,  desks  and  chairs  for  the  Colby  classrooms  and  new 

floors  for  Bugbee  House. 

Bricks  need  attention  too 

Student  residences  were  not  the  only  facilities  to  receive  attention  this  past  sum- 
mer. The  ongoing  program  to  repoint  the  brickwork  around  campus  focused  this 
year  on  LeBaron  Hall. 

This  program  began  two  years  ago  at  a cost  of  between  $18,000  and  $25,000  a 
year. 

The  work  on  LeBaron  included  repairing  and  caulking  the  granite  around  doors 
and  windows. 

Last  year,  Gallant  House  and  Davis  House  were  completed.  Next  year’s  plans 
include  the  south  wall  of  the  Amaron  Swimming  Pool.

Parents’  Committee  challenges 

PARENTS  TO  BE  GENEROUS 


How  do  you  get  people  who  give  to  give  a little  more? 

That’s  been  the  challenge  for  the  Stanstead  College  Parents’  Committee  the 
past  two  years  as  its  members  roll  up  their  sleeves  to  help  the  school’s  annu- 
al financial  campaign,  recently  renamed  the  Red  & White  Fund. 

“We  really  see  how  well  the  school  is  doing  and  we  want  to  be  part  of  it,” 
said  committee  chairwoman  and  parent  Ali  White. 

The  committee  came  together  in  2004  when  White,  from  Derby,  Vt.,  Sylvie  Maclsaac  of  Montreal  and  Kyra  Goodyear  of  North 
Hatley  met  with  former  Headmaster  Chris  Shannon  and  Director  of  Advancement  (now  Headmaster)  Mike  Wolfe  to  ask  how  they 
could  help  the  school.  It  became  clear  that  what  the  school  could  most  use  and  what  would  provide  it  with  the  most  flexibility  was 
money. 

“Of  particular  interest  was  raising  money  for  scholarships  for  those  who  might  not  necessarily  be  able  to  afford  full  tuition  as  well 
as  for  the  school’s  greatest  needs,”  said  White.  “We  also  wanted  to  contribute  in  a way  that  was  not  burdensome  to  the  faculty  and 
staff.” 

Through  a letter-writing  campaign  that  included  hand-written  notes  to  individual  parents  as  well  as  some  phone  calls,  the  commit- 
tee raised  $44,773  from  current  parents  last  year,  which  was  roughly  $20,000  more  than  parents  had  contributed  the  year  before. 

The  selling  point  was  that  if  the  school’s  teachers  and  support  staff  can  give  that  little  extra  for  the  students,  parents  can  too. 

“We  see  our  kids  thriving  and  we  are  uniquely  placed  to  do  something,”  said  White.  “The  campaign  gives  people  the  opportunity 
to  be  generous,  because  goodness  knows  the  school  is  generous  to  our  children.” 

White  says  the  feedback  from  parents  last  year  was  generally  positive. 

“Because  it  was  parent  to  parent,  they  appreciated  that  we  were  willing  to  give  our  time  this  way.” 

This  year,  the  committee  was  joined  by  parents  Ed  and  Carol  Pepyne  of  Newport,  Vt.  Together,  the  committee  members  divided 
up  the  list  of  parents  to  contact  and  set  about  writing  notes  asking  them  to  contribute  whatever  was  within  their  means  to  help 
Stanstead  meet  the  needs  of  the  students.  For  the  first  time,  international  parents  are  being  targeted  as  well. 

So  far  this  year,  the  campaign  has  raised  $39,299  from  parents. 

“It  feels  great  to  help  the  school,”  said  White.

Stanstead’s  A-Key 


^^eaching  the  Colby  House  clock  tower  is  a two-stage  process  and  probably  something  best  left 
to  fearless  17-year-olds. 

First,  you  enter  a utility  room  on  the  fifth  floor  of  Colby  and  climb  up  a ladder  anchored  into 
the  wall  through  a trap  door  in  the  ceiling.  This  takes  you  to  the  clock  level.  On  a brisk  day,  the 
wind  whistles  through  unnervingly.  You  may  jump  at  the  sound  of  the  clock  mechanism,  still 
whirring  away  the  minutes  even  if  the  hands  themselves  have  long  stopped  turning. 

From  this  stage,  you  climb  another  ladder,  this  one  a mere  foot  wide,  up  another  12  feet  through 
another  trap  door  to  the  tower  itself.  If  you’re  not  bothered  by  heights,  you  can  look  out  the  sur- 
rounding windows  and  see  for  miles. 

Up  through  the  centre  of  the  tower  is  a metal  ventilation  shaft.  It,  like  all  the  bare-wood  walls, 
Severed  by  names  from  the  past.

'It  was  never  left  unlocked.  You  had  to  have  an  A key.  I was  foolishly  given  one,”  says 
Spirk,  Class  of  1999  and  now  an  associate  in  the  College  Advancement  Office. 
Spirk  was  part  of  Stanstead’s  unofficial  A Key  Society.  Those  students  who  obtained 


^eys  would  eventually  pass  them  on  to  those  they  felt  were  worthy  of  membership. 

“It  wasn’t  the  worst  kids.  It  wasn’t  necessarily  the  best  kids  either,  but  the  ones 
who  you  knew  wouldn’t  be  destructive,”  he  recalls. 


Names  from  the  past 

Last  fall,  Spirk  made  a return  trip  up  the  tower  to  find  his  name  (“I  had  no  idea 
it  was  that  blatant,”  he  said  upon  seeing  his  large  scrawl)  and  to  see  what  other 
names  were  there.  A short  list  included  Michael  Tang  (2002),  Tamara  Jacobi  (2001), 
Jason  Couture  (1998),  Jean  Langevin  (1985),  Terry  Burgis  (1985),  Pierre  Geoffroy 
(1977),  John  Nadeau  (1976),  Doug  Unsworth  (1977)  and  Paul  Aboud  (1966). 

The  most  recent  signature  (a  current  student)  is  from  the  spring  of  2005.  Many 
older  ones  are  now  illegible.  T.  McGilton  (presumably  Thayne)  signs  “1937,”  his 
graduation  year,  but  considering  the  new  Colby  House  was  built  only  in  1939,  it  is 
unclear  when  he  actually  signed. 

“It  was  definitely  an  honour,”  says  Spirk  of  managing  to  get  your  name  on  the 
wall.  “You’re  part  of  history.  There  are  people  up  there  who  are  no  longer  alive  but 
they  live  on  in  the  clock  tower.” 


There  was  no  sneaking  around  this  time  when  Advancement 
Associate  Adam  Spirk  '99  made  the  climb  up  to  the  Colby 
clock  tower  this  fall.  He  was  a little  surprised  to  see  just  how 
visible  his  signature  was. 


Clock  tower  tales 

The  signatures  are  one  thing.  The  stories  that  go  with  them  are  another. 

Suzy  McDonald  (Class  of  ’95)  recalls  Halloween  night  1994.  She  and  some  fellow  prefects  hatched  a plan  to  get  the  key  and  head 
up  to  the  tower.  They  took  with  them  a flashlight,  a candle  and,  of  course,  a Ouija  board. 

All  eight  were  gathered  around  in  the  tower  when  suddenly  both  the  flashlight  and  the  candle  went  out,  leaving  them  in  total  dark- 
ness, screaming  their  heads  off. 

“It  was  really  scary,”  says  McDonald. 

The  noise  alerted  the  security  guard  who  found  them  in  the  tower. 

“He  thought  it  was  ghosts,  so  he  was  relieved  to  find  out  it  was  just  us,”  she  says. 

The  next  morning  at  breakfast,  all  eight  were  sitting  together  when  Headmaster  Barry  Gallant  came  striding  over  to  the  table  and 
sternly  demanded,  “What  were  you  doing  in  the  clock  tower  last  night?”  Michael  Atkin  sheepishly  replied,  “Looking  for  spiritual

enlightenment,  sir?” 

McDonald  recalls  that  Gallant  got  a funny  look  on  his  face,  as  though 
he  was  trying  not  to  laugh.  He  then  said,  “In  the  words  of  Edgar  Allen 
Poe:  'Nevermore!’”  and  turned  and  walked  away. 

Raising  money  for  repairs 

Ten  years  later,  McDonald  decided  to  mark  the  anniversary  of  the 
event  by  calling  her  partners  in  crime  and  asking  them  to  contribute  to 
the  clock  repair  fund.  This  fund  was  established  in  2000  by  the  alumni 
from  the  fifties  as  their  gift  to  the  school.  At  the  time,  the  estimated 
repair  cost  was  $5000.  The  fifties  alumni  raised  $3700  but  by  then  the 
repairs  had  been  reassessed  at  $10,000.  Today,  it  is  thought  to  be 
$15,000. 

All  eight  clock  tower  culprits  from  1995  agreed  to  contribute  $200 


apiece. 

“It  was  a defining  moment  for  our  little  group  of  friends,”  McDonald  says. 

Today,  the  fund  stands  at  $11,700  and  hopes  are  high  that  the  clock  will  soon  be  repaired. 

“If  you  look  at  all  our  publicity,”  said  Joseph  Levy,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  “the  cupola  is 
something  we  use  to  represent  the  school,  and  the  clock  doesn’t  work.  It’s  a beacon  for  our  school  and 
we’ve  got  to  get  it  working.”

New  tower,  no  clock

A devastating  fire  completely  destroyed  the  original  Main  Building  on  Saturday,  May  28,  1938,  but  with- 
in 48  hours  the  Board  of  Trustees  met  and  unanimously  decided  to  take  immediate  steps  to  rebuild.  It 
was  quite  a challenge  as  all  that  remained  were  a few  charred  cornerposts. 

Incredibly,  school  resumed  as  usual  on  Monday  morning.  Existing  teaching  areas  were  doubled  up,  the 
dining  hall  of  Centenary  United  Church  was  used  and  the  girls  took  over  the  Stanstead  Inn  with  the  boys 
sleeping  in  St.  Joseph’s  Hall  in  Rock  Island. 

It  must  have  been  quite  a relief  when  Colby  House  was  completed  and  open  for  operation.  It  seemed, 
though,  that  something  was  missing  with  respect  to  the  College  Tower.  Students  and  teachers  alike  felt  the 
need  for  a tower  clock,  and  none  more  keenly  than  Mr.  J.D.  McFadyen.  Mr.  McFadyen  had  been  the  man- 
aging editor  of  the  Stanstead  College  Annual  and  had  succeeded  in  saving  profits  from  this  publication. 

The  Magazine  Board  wrote  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  offering  to  provide  the  larger  part  of  the  cost  of 
a new  clock.  This  offer  was  accepted  and  a committee  responsible  for  procuring  the  clock  was  chaired  by 
Mr.  H.F.  Baldwin  with  Mr.  J.D.  Ferguson,  Mr.  L.W.  Hill,  Dr.  A.R.  White,  Dr.  E.C.  Amaron  and  Mr.  L.G. 
McGilton  completing  the  committee.  Mr.  McGilton  was  chiefly  responsible  for  obtaining  and  installing 
the  clock. 

It  must  have  been  with  great  pride  that  Mr.  McFadyen  officially  unveiled  the  clock  on  May  28,  1949  at 
the  annual  reunion,  exactly  1 1 years  after  the  fire.  The  clock  itself  has  two  faces,  one  facing  east,  the  other 
west  and  provided  a most  appropriate  finishing  touch  to  Colby  House,  especially  significant  as  a gift  in 
large  measure  from  the  students.

FUNDS  PURCHASE  OF  PIANOS 


If  you  attended  Stanstead  College  in  the  past  25  years,  chances 
are  you’ve  banged  away  at  the  pianos  in  the  Davis  House  annex. 
You  might  even  have  been  one  of  those  who  carved  initials  into 
the  woodwork  or  took  away  a souvenir  piano  key 
In  short,  the  three  pianos  — themselves  built  between  1917  and 
1923  — suffered  considerable  abuse  over  the  years.  As  Music 
teacher  Nathalie  Roy  put  it,  they  were  “an  absolute  wreck.” 

This  past  fall,  the  old  practice  pianos  were  replaced  by  three 
new  Young  Chang  Bergmann  studio  uprights,  thanks  to  a 
$10,000  gift  from  the  Zeller  Family  Foundation. 

As  the  most  accessible  instruments  on  campus,  these  pianos 
play  an  important  role  in  students’  musical  development,  avail- 
able for  practicing  after  school,  during  a spare  or  even  in  the 
morning. 

The  pianos  also  provide  those  students  with  extensive  music 
backgrounds  the  opportunity  to  continue  developing  their  talents 
through  personalized,  independent  study.  Cedar  Georgevich,  for 
example,  is  a Grade  9 student  from  Newport,  Vt.  whose  experi- 
ence and  musical  abilities  are  far  beyond  what  the  curriculum 
I covers  at  his  grade  level.  Rather  than  be 
£bored  in  Music  class,  Cedar  practices 


challenging  piano  compositions  on  his  own  in  one  of  the  prac- 
tice rooms  adjacent  to  Pierce  Hall. 

“It’s  important  that  we  support  these  students,”  said  Roy. 
“These  kids  need  to  be  able  to  achieve  musical  goals  suited  to 
their  own  capabilities.  This  independence  gives  them  the  oppor- 
tunity to  learn  at  their  own  pace  but  also  empowers  them  as  they 
become  the  principal  source  of  their  success.” 

Students  also  treat  the  new  pianos  with  much  more  respect 
than  the  previous  ones,  the  main  reason  being  that  they  look  and 
sound  absolutely  fantastic.  In  addition,  having  quality  instru- 
ments to  play  on  creates  a greater  incentive  to  practice. 

The  new  pianos  are  highly  dependable  instruments,  able  to 
withstand  fluctuations  in  temperature  and  the  strain  of  multiple 
users. 

The  Zeller  Family  Foundation  has  been  a supporter  of  the  cre- 
ative arts  at  Stanstead  College  for  the  past  several  years.  In  1999, 
the  foundation  backed  the  major  renovations  to  the  pottery  stu- 
dio in  the  Holmes  Model  School,  and  last  year  contributed  to  the 
purchase  of  new  equipment  for  the  studio.

This  is  an  amazing  opportunity  for  Jazz  Band  and  Choir  members  to  participate 
in  an  extraordinary  musical  event,  something  they  have  worked  for  all  year.  Before 
and  after  their  performances,  students  will  be  able  to  watch  other  performances  and 
meet  fellow  music  students  from  all  over  the  continent.  They  will  also  have  the 
chance  to  shine  musically  and  come  back  to  Stanstead  College  inspired. 

The  students  are  very  enthusiastic  about  this  event.  It  will  be  the  first  time 
Stanstead  College  musicians  have  taken  part  in  such  a high-calibre  competition 
since  the  Music  program  was  revived  in  2000.  The  35  participating  students  started 
fundraising  activities  last  fall  to  help  those  who  cannot  cover  the  cost  of  the  trip. 
This  fundraising  campaign  has  had  the  added  benefit  of  enhancing  team  spirit 
among  the  Choir  and  Jazz  Band  members.  Their  goal  is  to  raise  $6000.  The  total 
cost  for  participating  in  the  Festivals  of  Music  is  $23,000.

The  Stanstead  College  community  was  shocked  and  saddened  January  27  by  the 
accidental  death  of  Grade  10  student  Ayk  Saakyan  during  a Winter  Carnival  out- 
ing at  Mount  Orford. 

Ayk  came  to  Stanstead  from  Russia  and  was  in 
his  second  year  at  the  school.  A member  of  the 
swimming,  cross-country  running  and  rugby 
teams,  he  left  behind  many  friends  who  remem- 
bered him  fondly  as  a single-minded  but  fun-lov- 
ing young  man. 

In  the  wake  of  the  accident,  the  entire  Stanstead 
family  rallied  to  support  each  other  and  Ayk’s 
mother  in  Moscow.  Alumni  from  all  over  sent 
messages  of  condolence  and  support,  many  of 
which  were  posted  on  a tribute  board  on  second 
floor  Colby.  These  messages  as  well  as  photos,  poems  and  drawings  were  given 
to  Ayk’s  mother  when  she  came  to  Stanstead. 

The  school  also  held  a memorial  service  at  Centenary  United  Church,  where  fac- 
ulty and  students  paid  tribute  to  Ayk  through  words  and  song.

The  winner  of  the  Dawes  Trophy  for  MVP  was 
defenceman  Barry  Roytman  - ’’not  the  guy  who  scores 
the  goals  but  the  glue  that  holds  the  team  together,” 
said  McNamara.

We  listened  to  speakers,  including 
Britain’s  Prince  Andrew,  and  discussed  topics  related  to  the  con- 
ference theme  ’’Meeting  Places  2005.” 

We  had  an  Adventure  Day,  where  opportunities  varied  from 
learning  how  to  surf  to  taking  a scenic  flight  over  Melbourne. 
There  was  also  a day  set  aside  for  service  projects,  which  ranged 
from  working  with  the  environment  to  making  cards  for  a 
fundraiser. 

After  spending  a week  in  Melbourne,  the  Stanstead  College 
group  along  with  representatives  from  five  other  schools  traveled 
to  Cairns  on  a post-conference  trip.  There  we  spent  four  days 
snorkeling  on  the  Great  Barrier  Reef,  walking  through  the  rain- 
forest, learning  some  of  the  Aboriginal  culture,  and  relaxing  on 
the  beach  while  getting  to  know  representatives  from  the  other 
schools.

Student  council  back  after 

For  the  first  time  in  at  least  30  years,  Stanstead  College  has  a 
student  council. 

Since  September,  two  elected  representatives  from  each  grade 
have  been  meeting  weekly  to  debate  issues,  develop  plans  and  try 
to  shape  school  policy.  It’s  been  a learning  experience,  says  super- 
visor Simon  Foster. 

’’They’ve  had  to  learn  to  deal  with  refusal,”  he  says. 

Unlike  the  prefect  program,  which  puts  the  school’s  top  stu- 
dents in  leadership  and  mentoring  positions,  the  idea  behind  the 
student  council  is  to  give  all  students  a voice. 

”We  wanted  to  have  each  grade  represented  by  people  who 
might  not  be  the  top  students  or  athletes  but  who  had  something 
to  say  and  had  the  trust  and  respect  of  their  fellow  students,” 
says  Foster. 

Like  most  student  councils,  the  representatives  are  working  on 
such  issues  as  hair  length,  dress  code  and  later  sign-ins  and  lights 
out.  Sometimes  they  simply  asked  questions,  like  why  were  there 
no  more  spares. 

’’They’ve  had  to  come  up  with  arguments  and  develop  ways  to 
formulate  their  thoughts  to  make  their  ideas  acceptable  to  the

other  party,”  says  Foster. 

And  when  their  ideas  are  not  accepted,  some  members  get 
upset.  Initially,  some  felt  they  should  resign  when  their  proposals 
were  refused. 

’’But  instead,  we  looked  at  ways  of  redesigning  their  ideas. 
Instead  of  asking  for  everything  at  once,  for  instance,  present 
them  one  at  a time.” 

But  the  council  is  not  merely  looking  for  more  perks.  They  are 
also  working  to  enhance  student  life.  For  example,  they  want  to 
create  an  award  for  the  student  who  contributes  most  to  school 
activities.  They  helped  organize  Winter  Carnival  and  have  creat- 
ed a Food  Committee  consisting  of  two  members  of  the  student 
council  and  other  student  representatives  to  discuss  cafeteria 
issues. 

While  this  first  year  has  had  its  bumps,  Foster  believes  that  it  is 
a good  experience  for  the  students. 

’’Kids  have  to  learn  what  it  is  to  be  part  of  a committee,  take 
suggestions,  and  make  decisions.”

That  was  not  only  the  grace  at  lunch  Monday,  January  23  but  the  message  of  World  at  Lunch,  a message  that 
was  hammered  home  by  randomly  dividing  the  student  body  and  faculty  into  1 st,  2nd  and  3rd  Worlds. 

The  1st  World  diners  — 31  of  them  — ate  a four-course  meal  of  salad,  soup,  chicken  entree  and  dessert  with 
drinks,  served  by  members  of  the  school’s  Round  Square  Committee. 

The  112  people  in  the  2nd  World  were  given  a bowl  of  flavoured  rice,  a piece  of  fruit  and  iced  tea.  They  sat 
at  tables  and  ate  with  a spoon. 

The  3rd  World  consisted  of  99  students  and  faculty  who  received  a bowl  of  white  rice  and  a glass  of  ’’unfil- 
tered well  water”  (water  with  food  colouring).  They  were  crowded  into  one  corner  of  the  cafeteria,  where  they 
sat  on  the  floor  and  ate  with  their  fingers. 

While  the  1 st  World  seemed  to  take  forever  to  eat,  the  2nd  and  3rd  Worlds  finished  quickly,  leaving  stomachs 
rumbling  and  students  grumbling.  There  was  even  talk  of  revolution.  One  teacher  reinforced  the  link  between 
poverty  and  crime  by  stealing  an  orange  from  the  2nd  World.  However,  she  did  share  with  her  fellow  poor... 

At  the  end  of  the  meal,  Ms.  Portelli  announced  that  5 pounds  of  wasted  food  had  been  collected  from  the 
1st  World. 

”1  know  most  of  you  are  still  hungry,”  she  said,  ’’but  that’s  life.  That’s  the  reality  for  many  people  in  the  world.”
